The district-wide statements report information about the District as a whole using accounting methods sirnilar to

those used by private-sector companies. The statement of net position includes all of the District's assets, deferred

inflows and outflows, and liabilities. All of the current year's revenue and expenses are accounted for in the

statement of activities regardless of when cash is received or paid.

The two district-wide statements report the District's net position and how they have changed. Net position - the

difference between the District's aùets, deferred inflows and outflows, and liabilities- is one way to measure the

District's financial health or position.

r Over time, increases or decreases in the District's net position are an indicator of whether its financial

position is improving or deteriorating, respectively.

. To assess the District's overall health, you need to consider additional nonfinancial factors such as changes in

the District's propefty tax base and the condition of school buildings and other facilities'

In the district-wide financial statements, the District's activities are divided into two categories:

. Goyernmental activitles: Most of the District's basic services are included here, such as regular and special

education, transportation and administration. Property taxes and state formula aid finance most of these

activities.
o Business-type øctivities: The District charges fees to help it cover the costs of certain services it provides.

The District's food service is included here'

Fund Financiul Statements

The fund financial statements provide more detailed information about the District's funds, focusing on its most

significant or ,.major,, funds - nòt th" District as a whole. Funds are accounting devices the District uses to keep track

of specific sources of funding and spending on particular programs:

o Some funds are required by state law and by bond covenants'

. The District establishes other funds to control and manage money for particular purposes (such as repaying its

long-term debts) or to show that is it properly using certaill revenue (such as federal grants)'

The District has three kinds of funds:

. Goyernmental funds: Most of the District's basic services are included in governmental funds, which

generally focus on {1} how cash and other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash flow in and

óut, and {2} the balances left at year-end thatare available for spending. Consequently, the governmental

funds statements provide a detailed short-term view that helps you determine whether there are more or fewer

financial .".our"è, that can be spent in the near future to finance the District's programs, Because this

information does not encompass the additional long-term focus of the district-wide statements' additional

information at the bottom of the governmental funds statements explains the relationship (or difference)

between them.
proprietary funds: Services for which the District charges a fee are generally reported in proprietary funds.

proprietary iunds are reported in the same way as the district-wide statements. The District's enterprise funds

lonå type- of proprietaiy fund) are the same as its business-type activities but provide more detail and

additional information, such as cash flows, Internal service funds (the other kind of proprietary fund) repoft

activities that provide supplies and services for its other programs and activities.

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o Fiduciary funds: The District is the truste e, or fiduciary, for assets that belong to others, such as scholarship

funds and the student activities funds.

Careful management of expenses remains essential for the District to sustain its frnancial health' Among the many

significant cost savings actions implemented during the year were:

r Increased use offederal funds for tuition and related service costs.

¡ Dividends from the District for workmen's compensation insurance pool due to prior claim experience and

past pool net position were signif,rcant this year'

o Stabilization àf health benefit premiums due to retrospective rating program utilized by the District.

The District,s financial position increased slightly as a result of significant changes in the student clientele and

Expenditures related to special

needs children have increased due to additional students requiring related services and material needs and the intensity

as to which those services and materials are required to serve the individu alized needs of the students. Salaries of staff

have been increased by prior year negotiated agreements. A slight state aid increase offset by a lower ratable increase,

as well as the debt service requirõment for- the 2004 bond issue and the aforementioned required increase in

expenditures enabled the Districfto maintain a stable taxrate for 2015. The ability to manage the budget to generate

fund balance and to have increased ratables is essential since there is not a guaranteed future state aid increase'

Factors Beøring on lhe Districl's Future Revenue/Expense changes

At the time these financial statements were prepared and audited, the District was aware of the following

circumstances that could significantly affect its financial health in the future:

o The continued impact of 51701 legislation. 51701, adopted by the State of New Jersey on June 77,2004,

places limits on the District's ability to transfer funds into capital reserve for the construction and

maintenance of school facilities, the ability to appropriate available fund balance as needed, and the ability to

transfer available funds between appropriation accounts. Taking away the option of transferring available

funds during the budget year has iêveiely impacted our ability to maintain and improve our facilities. In

addition, the limitatio-n oi unassigned fund balance to 2Yo of expenditures reduces the District's ability to

respond to emergent conditions and limits the use of fund balance in future budgets.

o Continued discussions at the state level on revisions to the State Aid Formula could impact the apportionment

of the budget between state and local sources. Coupled with the District's decline in enrollment and the

stagnant tax base, there could be increased pressure to increase the local tax rate at the expense of cutting

services.

The financial statements of the Board of Education (the "Board") of Washington Township School District (the

"District") have been prepared in conformity with generally acceptedacgounling principles (GAAP)_as applied to

governmónt units. The Gou"rn-"ntal Accounting Standards Board (GASB) is the accepted standard-setting body

ñor establishing governmental accounting and finãncial reporting principles. The more significant of the Board's

accounting policies are described below.

A. Reporting Entitv:

The Board is an instrumentality of the State of New Jersey, established to function as an educational institution.

The Board consists of elected ófficials and is responsible for the fiscal control of the District. A superintendent is

appointed by the Board and is responsible for the administrative control of the District'

Governmental Accounting Standards Board publication, Codification of Governmental Accounting and Financial
Reporting Standards, Seclion 2100, "Defining the Financial Reporting Fltity" establishes standards to determine

@alcomponentunitshoul.dbeincludedinthefinancialreportingentity'Thebasiccriterionfor
inclusion Jr exclusion from ûhe financial reporting entity is the exercise of oversight responsibility over agencies,

boards and commissions by the primary government. The exercise of oversight responsibìlity includes financial

interdependency and a rósulting financial benefit or burden relationship, selection of governing authority,

designätion of management, ability to significantly influence operations, and accountability for fiscal.matters. In

addñion, certain lega-ity separate, tax-exempt entities that meet specific criteria (i.e. benefit of economic resources,

access/entitlement io õcon^omic resources, and significance) should be included in the financial reporting entity.

The combined financial statements include all funds of the District over which the Board exercises operating

control. The operations of the District include elementary schools and a middle school located in Washington

Township. There were no additional entities required to be included in the reporting entity under the criteria as

describeå above, in the current fiscal year. Furthèrmore, the District is not includable in any other reporting entity

on the basis ofsuch criteria.

B. Basis of Presentation:

District-Wide Financial Statements:

The statement of net position and the statement of activities present financial information about the District's

governmental and business-type activities. These statements include the financial activities of the overall District in

Its entirety, except those that are fiduciary. Eliminations have been made to minimize the double counting of
internal transactions. These statements distinguish between the governmental and business-type activities of the

District. Govemmental activities generally are financed through taxes, intergovernmental revenue and other

nonexchange transactions. Business-type activities are financed in part by fees charged to external parties.

The statement of activities presents a comparison between direct expenses and program revenue for business-type

activities and for each function of the District's govemmental activities. Direct expenses are those that are

specifically associated with and are clearly identifiable to a particular function. Indirect expenses are allocated to

the functions using an appropriate allocation method or association with the specific function. Indirect expenses

include health benefits, employer's share of payroll taxes, compensated absences and tuition reimbursements.

Fund Financial Statements: During the fiscal year, the School District segregates transactions related to

ffictionsorãctivitiesinseparatefundsinordertoaidfinancialmanagementandto
demonstrate legal compliance. The fund financial statements provide information about the District's funds,

including its ficluciary^funds. Separate statements for each fund category - governmental, proprietary, and

fiduciarl- are presenied. The Nèw Jersey Department of Education (NJDOE) has elected to require New

J"6"y dirt i"tr^to treat each governmental fund as a major fund in accordance with the option noted in GASB

No. j4, paragraph 76. The Ñ¡OOB believes that the presentation of all funds as major is important for public

interest ãnd to piomote consistency among district financial reporting models.

General Fund: The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District and is used to account for and

."port utt expendable f,rnancial resources not accounted for and reported in another fund. Included are certain

eipenditureJ for vehicles and movable instructional or noninstructional equipment which are classified in the

capital outlay subfund.

As required by the NJDOE, the District includes budgeted capital outlay in this fund. GAAP, as it pertains to

governmental entities, states that general fund resources may be used to directly f,tnance capital outlays for

iong-lived improvements as long as the resources in such cases are derived exclusively from unrestricted

revenue. Resãurces for budgeted capital outlay purposes are normally derived from State of New Jersey Aid,

district taxes and appropriated fund balance. Expenditures are those that result in the acquisition of or

additions to fixed assets for land, existing buildings, improvements of grounds, construction of buildings,

additions to or remodeling of buildings and the purchase of builfin equipment. These resources can be

transferred from and to current expense by Board resolution.

Special Revenue Fund: The Special Revenue Fund is used to account for and report on the proceeds of
specif,rc revenue sources that are restricted or committed to expenditure for specified purposes other than debt

sèrvice or capital projects. Thus, the Special Revenue Fund is used to account for the proceeds of specific

revenue from Staté and Federal Governments (other than major capital projects, debt service or the enterprise

funds) and local appropriations that are legally restricted or committed to expenditures for specified pulposes.

Capital Projects Fund: The Capital Projects Fund is used to account for and report financial resources that are

totiirt"d, õommitted, or assigned to expenditure for capital outlays, including the acquisition or construction

of capital facilities and other capital assets (other than those financed by proprietary funds). The financial

resources are derived from temporary notes or serial bonds that are specifically authorized by the voters as a

separate question on the ballot either during the annual election or at a special election, funds appropriated

from the General Fund, and from aid provided by the state to offset the cost of approved capital projects.

Debt Service Fund: The Debt Service Fund is used to account for and report financial resources that are

restricted, committed, or assigned to expenditures for principal and interest.

The stated intent is that the cost (i'e., expenses

including depreciation and indireit costs) of providing goods or services to the students on a continuing basis

are financed or recovered primarily through user charges.

The District operates two internal service funds for transportation and health benefits

Fiduciary Funds: The fiduciary funds are used to account for assets held by the District on behalf of others

Unemployment Compensation Insurance Trust Fund.

C. Measurement Focus Basis of Accountine

The district-wide financial statements and the proprietary and fiduciary fund financial statements are reported using

the economic resources measurement focus atrã the accrual basis of accounting. Revenue is recorded when earned

and expenses are recorded at the time liabilities are incurred, regardless of when.the related cash transaction takes

place. Nonexchange transactions, in which the District gives or receives value without directly receiving or giving

äqual value in excñange, include property taxes, grants, entitlements and donations. On an accrual basis, revenue

främ property taxes isTeôo gnizedin tÎre fiscal yeai for which the taxes are levied. Revenue from grants, entitlements

and dänaìionr ir .""ognized in the fiscal year in which all eligibility requirements have been satisfied'

The governmental fund f,rnancial statements are reported using the current financial resources measurement focus and

the rñodified accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenue is recognized when measurable and available.

The District considers all revenue reported in the governmental funds to be available if the revenue is collected within

sixty days after the end of the fiscal year. Expenditures are recorded when the related fund liability is incurred, except

for prinóipal and interest on generál long-term debt, claims and judgments, and compensated absences which are

recognireà as expenditures to t-he extent tñey have matured. Capital asset acquisitions are reported as expenditures in

goveinmental funds. proceeds of general lông-term debt and acquisitions under capital leases are reported as other

financing sources.

Under the terms of grant agreements, the District may fund certain progtams by a combination of specific cost-

reimbursement granti categõrical block grants and genéral revenue. Therefore, when program expenses are incurred,

both restricted a:nd unrestricted resources may be available to finance the program. It is the District's policy to first

apply cost-reimbursement grant resources to such programs, followed by general revenue.

E. Cash and Cash Equivalents" and Investments:

Cash and cash equivalents include petty cash, change funds, amounts in deposits and short-term investments with

original maturities of three months or less.

New Jersey school districts are limited as to type of investments and types of financial institutions they may invest in.

New Jersey Statute l8A:20-37 provides a list of permissible investments that may be purchased by New Jersey school

districts. Additionally, the District has adopted a cash management plan that requires it to deposit public funds in

public depositories protected from loss under the provisions of the Govemmental Unit Deposit Protection Act

iCUOpAi. GUDPA was enacted in 1970 to protect Governmental Units from a loss of funds on deposit with a failed

banking institution in New Jersey.

N.J.S.A. 17:9-4let seq. establishes the requirements forthe security of deposits of governmental units. The statute

requires that no governmental unit shall deposit public funds in a depository unless such funds are secured in

acôordance with the Act. Public depositories include Savings and Loan institutions, banks (both state and national

banks) and savings banks the deposits of which are federally insured. All public depositories must pledge collateral,

having market value of at least equal to five percent of the average daily balance of the collected public funds, to

,"c.r.ã the deposits of Governmental Units. If a public depository fails, the collateral it has pledged, plus the collateral

of all the other public depositories, is available to pay the full amount of their deposits to the Governmental Units.

F. Interfund Transactions:

Transfers between governmental and business-type activities on the District-wide statements are reported in the same

manner as general ,ãrren.r". Flows of cash or goods from one fund to another without a requirement for repayment are

reported as=interfund transfers. Interfund transfers are reported as other financing sources/uses in governmental funds

anì after non-operating revenue/expenses in the enterprise fund. Repayments from funds responsible for particular

expenditures/e*petrses to the funds that initially paid for them are not presented on the financial statements.

On fund financial statements, short-term interfund loans are classified as interfund receivables/payables' These

amounts are eliminated in the statement of net position, except for amounts due between governmental and business-

type activities, which are presented as internal balances.

G. Allowance for Uncollectible Accounts:

No allowance for uncollectible accounts has been recorded as all amounts are considered collectible.

H. Encumbrances:

Under encumbrance accounting purchase orders, contracts and other commitments for the expenditure of resources

are recorded to reserve a portiõn of the applicable appropriation. open encumbrances in governmental funds other

than the special revenue fund ur. reportedãì restricted, committed, and/or assigned fund balances at fiscal year end as

they do nãt constitute expenditur", o. liabilities but rather commitments related to unperformed contracts for goods

and services.

Open encumbrances in the Special Revenue Fund for which the District has received advances are reflected in the

balance sheet as uneamed revenue at fiscal year end.

The encumbered appropriation authority earries over into the next fiscal year. An entry will be made at the beginning

of the next fiscal yéut io increase the appropriation reflected in the certified budget by the outstanding encumbrance

amount as of the current fiscal year end'

L Short-term Interfund ReceivablesÆayables:

Short-term interfund receivables/payables represent amounts that are owed, other than charges for goods or services

rendered tolfrom a particular fund in the District and that are due within one year.

J. Inventories and Prepaid Expenses:

Inventories and prepaid expenses, which benefit future periods, other than those recorded in the entetprise fund, are

recorded as an expenditure during the year ofpurchase'

Enterprise fund inventories are valued at cost, which approximates market, using the first-in, first-out (FIFO) method.

nepaìd expenses in the proprietary funds represent payments made to vendors for services that will benefit periods

beyond June 30, 2015.
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NOTE l. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES (Cont'd)

K. Capital Assets:

During the year ended June 30, 1994, the District established a formal system of accounting for its capital assets.

Capital assets acquired or constructed subsequent to June 30, 1994, are recorded at historical cost including ancillary

charges necessary to place the asset into service. Capital assets acquired or constructed prior to the establishment of
the formal system are valued at cost based on historical records or through estimation procedures performed by an

independent appraisal company. Land has been recorded at estimated historical cost. Donated capital assets are

valued at their estimated fair market value on the date received. The cost of normal maintenance and repairs is not

capitalized. The District does not possess any infrastructure. Capital assets have been reviewed for impairment.

The capitalizationthreshold (the dollar value above which asset acquisitions are added to the capital asset accounts) is

$2,000. The depreciation method is straight-line. The estimated useful lives of capital assets reported in the district-

wide statements and proprietary funds are as follows:

In the fund financial statements, capital assets used in governmental fund operations are accounted for as capital

outlay expenditures in the governmental fund upon acquisition. Capital assets are not capitalized and related

depreciation is not reported in the fund financial statements'

L. Long Term Liabilities:

In the government-wide and enterprise fund statements of net position, long-term debt and other long-term obligations

are repi.ted as liabilities in the applicable government activities, business-type activities, or enterprise funds. Bond

premium and discounts, are reported as deferred charges and amortized over the term of the related debt using the

itraighfline method of amortization. In the fund frnancial statements, the face amount of debt issued is reported as

other financing sources. Premiums received on debt issuances are reported as other financing sources while discounts

on debt issuances are reported as other f,tnancing uses.

M. Accrued Salaries and Wages:

The District does not allow employees who provide services over the ten-month academic year the option to have

their salaries evenly distributed during the entire twelve-month year, therefore, there are no accrued salaries and

wages as ofJune 30,2015.

District employees are granted varying amounts of vacation and sick leave in accordance with the District's personnel

policy. Upon terminuãon, employeei are paid for accrued vacation. The District's policy permits employees to

accumulate unused sick leave ánd-carry forward the full amount to subsequent years. Upon retirement, employees

shall be paid by the District for the unused sick leave in accordance with the District's agreements with the various

employee unions.

In the district wide Statement of Net position, the liabilities, whose average maturities are greater that one year,

should be reported in two components --that amount due within one year and the amount due in more than one year'

O. Net unearned revenue:

Unearned revenue in the special revenue fund represents cash which has been received but not yet earned.

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O. Deficit et Position

The District has a deficit in unrestricted and total net position in the food service fund, business type activities' This

was mostly the result of the deficit in operations in the prior year of $218,697 offset by revenues exceeding expenses

by $7z,rtô in the current year. The District has negotiated a contract with its Food Service Management company

which guarantees a profit for future contract years which will offset the deficit in net position over time'

The District also has a deficit in unrestricted net position in the internal service transportation fund. This was the

mostly the result of operating expenses exceeding operating revenues by $19,440. The District is reviewing the

transportation fund to ensure that further deficits do not occur in the future'

The District has a deficit in unrestricted net position of 574,871,251 in govemmental activities, which is primarily due

to the deflrcit in the intemal service transportation fund of $222,913, investment gains in pensions of $790,600,

changes in proportion in pensions of $123,086 and net pension liability of 513,266,303 net of changes in assumptions

for pãnsions oi Sqn Jai. This deficit does not indicate that the District is in financial diffrculties and is a permitted

pra"ti"e under generally accepted accounting principles'

R. Net on:

Net position is the difference between (a) assets and deferred outflows of resources and (b) liabilities and deferred

inflows of resources.

A deferred outflow of resources is a consumption of net position by the District that is applicable to a future reporting

period. A deferred inflow of resources is an acquisition of net position by the District that is applicable to a future

reporting period. The District had deferred inflôws of resourcei at June 30, 2015 for the changes in proportion in

pension and the net difference in investment earnings on pension plan investments, and the District had deferred

outflows of resources at June 30, z0l5 for the changes in ãssumptions in pensions and the deferred amount on the

refunding of school bonds.

R. Net Position (Cont'd)

The net investment in capital assets component of net position consists of capital assets, net of accumulated

depreciation, reduced by the outstanding balances of borrowings that are attributable to the acquisition, construction,

or improvement of those assets. Deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources that are attributable

to the acquisition, construction, or improvement of those assets or related debt also would be included in this

component of net position.

The restricted component of net position consists of restricted assets reduced by liabilities and deferred inflows of
resources related to those assets.

The unrestricted component of net position is the net amount of the assets, defered outflows of resources, liabilities,

and defeged inflows of resources that are not included in the determination of net investment in capital assets or the

restricted component of net position.

S. Fund Balance Restrictions. Commitments and Assignments:

The restricted fund balance category includes amounts that can be spent only for the specific purposes stipulated by

constitution, external resource providers, or through enabling legislation. The committed fund balance classification

includes amounts that can be used only for the specific purposes determined for a formal action of the District's
highest level of decision-making authority. Amounts in the assigned fund balance classification are intended to be

uséd by the government for specif,rc purposes but do not meet the criteria to be classifred as restricted or committed.

Unassigned fund balance is the residual classification for the District's General Fund and includes all spendable

amountì not contained in the other classifications. In other funds, the unassigned classifications should be used only

to report a defrcit balance resulting from overspending for specific purposes for which amounts has been restricted,

committed or assigned. Fund balance restrictions have been established for a capital reserve, the Capital Projects

Fund, and the debt service fund as defined by State law.

The District Board of Education has the responsibility to formally commit resources for specific purposes through a

motion or a resolution passed by a majority of the Members of the Board of Education at a public meeting of that

governing body. The Board of Education must also utilize a formal motion or a resolution passed by a majority of the

MemberJ of the Board of Education at a public meeting of that governing body in order to remove or change the

commitment of resources. The District has committed resources at June 30,2015 in the Capital Projects Fund.

The assignment of resources is generally made by the District Board of Education through a motion or a resolution

passed by a majorify of the Members of the Board of Education. These resources are intended to be used for a specif,rc

þurpose. The process is not as restrictive as the commitment of resources and the Board of Education may allow an

òfftciut of the District to assign resources through policies adopted by the Board of Education. The District has

assigned resources for year-end encumbrances and amounts designated for subsequent year's expenditures in the

General Fund at June 30, 2015.

T. Revenue - Exchange and Nonexchange Transactions:

Revenue, resulting from exchange transactions in which each party gives and receives essentially equal value, is

recorded on the accrual basis when the exchange takes place. On the modified accrual basis, revenue is recorded in the

fiscal year in which the resources are measurable and become available. Available means the resources will be

collected within the current fiscal year or are expected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be used to pay

liabilities of the current fiscal year. For the District, available means within sixty days of the fiscal year end'

Nonexchange transactions, in which the School District receives value without directly giving equal value in return,

include property taxes, grants, entitlements and donations. On the accrual basis, revenue from property taxes is

recognized in the fiscal year for which the taxes are levied. Revenue from grants, entitlements and donations is

recognized in the fiscal year in which all eligibility requirements have been satisfied. Eligibility requirements include

timing requirements, which specif, the year when the resources are required to be used or the fiscal year when use is

first permitted; matching requirements, in which the School District must provide local resources to be used for a

specified purpose; and expenditure requirements, in which the resources are provided to the School District on a
,ãi*b.r.r.-ent basis. On the modified accrual basis, revenue from nonexchange transactions must also be available

before it can be recognized.

Under the modified accrual basis, the following revenue sources are considered to be both measurable and available at

fiscal year end: property taxes available as an advance, interest and tuition.

U. Operating Revenue and Expenses:

Operating revenue are those revenue that are generated directly from the primary activity of the proprietary funds. For

the School District, this revenue is sales for food selice, assessments for health benefits, and charges and fees for

transportation. Operating expenses are necessary costs incurred to provide the service that is the primary activity of
each proprietary fund.

V. Management Estimates:

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with GAAP requires management to make estimates and

assumptions that affect the reported amounts of revenue and expenditures/expenses during the reporting period.

Actual results could differ from those estimates.

W. Pensions

For purposes of measuring the net pension liability, deferred outflows of resources and deferred inflows of resources

related to pensions, and pension expense, information about the fiduciary net position of the State of New Jersey

Public Enrployees' Retirement System (PERS) and the State of New Jersey Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund

(TPAF) and additions toldeductions from the PERS's and TPAF's net position have been determined on the same

basis as they are reported by the PERS and the TPAF. For this pu{pose, benefit payments (including refunds of
employee contributions) are recognized when due and payable in accordance with the benefit terms. Pension Plan

investments are reported atfair value.

Due to the differences in the measurement focus and basis of accounting used on the government fund statements and

district-wide statements, certain financial transactions are treated differently. The basic financial statements contain a

full reconciliation of these items.

Investments are stated at cost, which approximates market. The Board classifies certificates of deposit which have

original maturity dates of more than three months but less than twelve months from the date of purchase, as

investments.

Interest Rate Risk - In accordance with its cash management plan, the District ensures that any deposit or investment

matures within the time period that approximates thJprospective need for the funds, deposited or invested, so that

there is not a risk to the market value of such deposits or investments'

credit Risk - The District limits its investments to those authorized in its cash management plan which are permitted

under state statute as detailed in the section of this Note for Investments'

Deposits:

New Jersey statutes require that school districts deposit public funds in public depositories located in New Jersey

which are insured by the Federal Deposit Insuiance corporation, the Federal Savings and Loan Insurance

corporation, or by any other agency of the united states that insures deposits made in public depositories' school

districts are also p"rrnitt"d to dJposii public funds in the State of New Jersey Cash Management Fund'

New Jersey statutes require public depositories to maintain collateral for deposits of public funds that exceed

depository insurance limits as follows:

During the period ended June 30, 2015,the District did not hold any investments. The carrying amount of the Board's

cash and cash equivalents at June 30, 2015, was $1,079,608 and the bank balance was $2,595,955. The $640,104 cash

with fiscal agents is uninsured and unregistered.

A capital reserve account was established by the Washington Township of Education by inclusion of $200,100 on

June 30, 2002 for the accumulation of funds for use as capital outlay expenditures in subsequent fiscal years. The

capitalreserve account is maintained in the general fund and its activity is included in the general fund annual budget.

Funds placed in the capital reserve account are restricted to capital projects in the District's approved Long Range

Facilities Plan (LRFP). Upon submission of the LRFP to the department, a district may increase the balance in the

capital reserve by appropriating funds in the annual general fund budget certified for taxes or by transfer by board

resolution at year end (June 1 to June 30) of any unanticipated revenue or unexpended line-item appropriation
amounts, or both. A district may also appropriate additional amounts when the express approval of the voters has been

obtained either by a separate proposal at budget time or by a special question at one of the four special elections

authorized pursuant to N.J.S.A. 19:60-2. Pursuant to N.J.A.C. 6:234-5.1(d)7,the balance in the account cannot at any

time exceed the local support costs of uncompleted capital projects in its approved LRFP.

The liability for vested

compensated absences of the proprietary fund types is recorded within those funds as the benefits accrue to

employees. As of June 30,2015, no liability existed for compensated absences in the Food Service Fund.

The Public Employees' Retirement System's (PERS) net pension liability of the governmental fund types is recorded

in the current and long-term tiabilities and will be liquidated by the General Fund. The current portion of the net

pension liability at June 30,2015 is $-0- and the long-term portion is 513,266,303.

Benefits Provided

The vesting and benefit provisions are set by N.J.S.A. 43:r5A. PERS provides retirement, death and disability

benefits. All benefits vesi after ten years of service, except for medical benefits, which vest after 25 yeats of service

or under the disability provisions of ÞBnS. The following represents the membership tiers for PERS:

2 Members who were eligible to enroll on or after July 1, 2007 andprior to November 2,2008

Service retirement benefits of 1/55th of final average salary for each year of service credit is available to Tiers I and 2

members upon reaching age 60 and to Tier 3 members upon reachi ig ug" 62. Service retirement benefits of 1/60th of

final average salary for"ea-ch year of service credit is urruilubl" to Tier 4 members upon reaching age 62 and to Tier 5

members rrlorr."u"hing age os. narty retirement benefits are available to Tiers 7 and2 members before reaching age

60, to Tiers 3 and  before age 62 with 25 or more years of service credit and Tier 5 with 30 or more years of service

credit befor e age 65. Benefits are reduced by a fraction of a percent for each month that a member retires prior to the

age atwhich a member can receive full early retirement bônefits in accordance with their respective tier. Tier 1

members can receive an unreduced benefit from age 50 to age 60 if they have at least 25 years of service. Deferred

retirement is available to members who have at least 10 years of service credit and have not reached the service

retirement age for the respective tier.

The State of New Jersey, Teachers' Pension and Annuity Fund (TPAF), is a cost-sharing multiple-employer defined

benefit pension plan with a special funding situation, by which the State of New Jersey (the State) is responsible to

fund 100% of the employer contributions, excluding any local employer early retirement incentive (ERI)

contributions. The TPAF is administered by the State of New Jersey Division of Pensions and Benefits (the

Division).

State legislation has modified the amount that is contributed by the State' The State's pension

contribution is based on un u"iru.ially determined amount which included the employer portion of the normal cost

and an amortizatjonof the unfunded accrued liability. Funding for noncontributory group insurance benefits is based

on actual claims paid. For fiscal year 2014, the Staie's pension contribution was less than the actuarially determined

amount.

The employer contributions for local participating employers are legally required to be funded by the State in

accordance with N.J.s.A. 1g:66-33.

C. Defined Contribution Retirement PrqclatalDÇRPl

Prudential Financial jointly administers the DCRP investments with the NJ Division of Pensions and Benefits. If an

employee is ineligible to enroll in the PERS or TPAF, the employee may be eligible to enroll in the DCRP. DCRP
provides eligible members with a tax-sheltered, defined contribution retirement benefit, along with life insurance and

disability coverage. Vesting is immediate upon enrollment for members of the DCRP.

The State of New Jersey, Department of the Treasury, Division of Pensions and Benefits, issues publicly available

financial reports that include the financial statements and required supplementary information of the DCRP. The

financial reports may be obtained by writing to the State of New Jersey, Department of the Treasury, Division of
Pensions and Benefits, PO Box 295,Trenton, New Jersey, 08625-0295.

Employers are required to contribute at an actuarially determined rate. Employee contributions are based on

percentages of 5.50Yo for DCRP of employees' annual compensation, as defined. The DCRP was established July l,
2007, under the provisions of Chapter 92,P.L.2007 and Chapter 103, P.L. 2007 and expanded under the provisions of
Chapter 89, P.L. 2008. Employee contributions for DCRP are matched by a3%o employer contribution.

ForDCRP,theDistrictrecognizedpensionexpenseof$34,l13forthefiscalyearendedJune30,2015. Employee

contributions to DCRP amounted to 562,541 for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015.

RETIREMENT

Chapter 384 of Public Laws 1987 and Chapter 6 of Public Laws 1990 required TPAF and PERS, respectively, to fund
post-retirement medical benefits for those State employees who retire after accumulating 25 years of credited service

or on a disability retirement. Chapter 103 of Public Law amended the law to eliminate the funding of post-retirement

medical benefits through TPAF and PERS. It created separate funds outside of the pension plans for the funding and

payment of post-retirement medical beneflrts for retired State employees and retired educational employees. As of
June 30, 2014,there were 103,432 retirees receiving post-retirement medical benefits, and the State contributed $1.04
billion on their behalf. The cost of these benefits is funded through contributions by the State in accordance with P.L.

NOTE 1. BASIS OF PRESENTATION

The accompanying schedules of federal and state awards include federal and state grant activity of the Board
of Education, Washington Township Board of Education under programs of the federal and state

governments for the fiscal year ended June 30, 2015. The information in these schedules is presented in
accordance with the Federal Office of Management and Budget (OMB), Audits of States, Local Governments
and Non-Profit Organizations and New Jersey's OMB Circulars 04-04 and 15-08, Single Audit Policy þr
Recipients of Federal Grants, State Grønts and State Aid. Because these schedules present only a selected
portion of the operations of the District, they are not intended to and do not present the financial position,
changes in net position or cash flows of the District.

NOTE 2. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Expenditures reported in the accompanying schedules of federal and state awards are reported on the
budgetary basis of accounting, with the exception of programs recorded in the Food Service Fund, which are
presented using the accrual basis of accounting. These bases of accounting are described in Note 1 to the
Board's basic financial statements. Therefore, some amounts presented in these schedules may differ from
amounts presented in, or used in the preparation of the basic financial statements. Such expenditures are

recognized following cost principles contained in Federal OMB Circular A-87, Cost Principles for State,
Local and Indian Tribal Governmental Units, wherein certain types of expenditures are not allowable or are

limited as to reimbursement. Pass-through identiffing numbers are presented where available.

NOTE 3. RELATIONSHIP TO BASIC FINANCIAL STATEMENTS

The basic financial statements present the general fund, special revenue fund, capital projects fund and debt
service fund on a GAAP basis. Budgetary comparison statements or schedules (RSI) are presented for the
general fund and special revenue fund to demonstrate finance-related legal compliance in which certain
revenue is permitted by law or grant agreement to be recognized in the audit year, whereas for GAAP
reporting, revenue is not recognized until the subsequent year or when expenditures have been made.

The general fund is presented in the accompanying schedules on the modified accrual basis with the
exception of the revenue recognition of the last two state aid payments in the current budget year, which is
mandated pursuant to N.J.S.A. 18A:22-44.2. For GAAP purposes, these payments are not recognized until
the subsequent budget year due to the state deferral and recording of the last two state aid payments in the
subsequent year. The special revenue fund is presented in the accompanying schedules on the grant
accounting budgetary basis which recognizes encumbrances as expenditures and also recognizes the related
revenue, whereas the GAAP basis does not. Grant revenue in the capital projects fund is recognized on the
budgetary basis in the year of award while on a GAAP basis revenue is recognized based on grant
expenditures and when grant reimbursements are submitted.

As of June 30, 2015, $8,i03,379
has been expended and $5,438,896 has been drawn down and received. The District realizes grant revenue
in the Capital Projects Fund on the GAAP basis as it is expended and submitted for reimbursement.
